RUMORED MOVEMENT ON MEXICO, 


We have information from a highly 
respectable citizen of Curpus Christi, 
Texas, of arumored movement on Mex- 
ico. Our informant saya that he is con- 
vinced that a movement in that direc- 
tion will soon be Made. Troops are be- 
ing’ rapidly concentrated in Texas, and 
it is thought they are being sent there 
for the purpose of being in readiness for 
a movement on the “heroic Jand”’ of 
Mexico.

THE ALLEGED OUTRAGE AT 
BIG CREEK. 


Auswer to Ceriain Siatements of 
the Post. 


MARCH 20, 1569, 
Kditors Memphis Appea!: 

The Memphis Fost, of the 17th inst., 
contained alocal srticle headed ‘Alleged 
Outrage at Big Creek,’’ which is full of 
unotruths, and does the groseest injustice. 
In speaking of the shooting siffray be- 
tween Dr. Samuel Dickens agd Capt. I: 
C. Pattison, at the door of the Chancery 
Vourt of Memphis, it maakes the follow- 
ing fa'se statements: 

1. Tnat Dr. Dickens was a party to the 
suit then on trial. | 
4. That it invoived considerable real 
estate. 

8 That seeing it was about to be deci- 
ded against Dr. Dickens he brought on 
the shooting affray ‘‘to vent his tll JSeel- 
ings.” 
4. That an-attack was made on Thomp- 
son, witness of said Pattison. 

5. That said Pattison, fearing for his 
life, immediately after the shooting af- 
fray swore cut @ peace warrant, and had 
Dr. Dickens put under bonds, | 

Dr. Dickens was not a party te said 

suit; it did not involve real estate; at 
the time of the shooting nothing nad 
occurred to indicate the probable result 
of said suit; said Thompson was shot ac- 
cidentally, and no peace warrant was 
sworn out by sail Pattison. 
The Chancellor, upon his own motion, 
on the spot, fined both Dickens and 
Pattison, and imprisoned them, both 
receiving the same punishment, and re. 
leased each atthe same time, under 
bonds to keep the peace towards each 
other. 

The story of five armed men seeking 
the life:of Sam Pattson at the Davis 
boarding house, on Poplar street, Mem- 
phis, is a pure invention. 

Egually unfounded is the story that 
on Friday preceding the appearance of 
said article, a Sherifi’s posse of five armed 
and mounted men ranged through woods 
and fieldsin search cf Pattison. 

So itis wholly untrue that when the 
Deputy Sheriff, with his posse, went to 
ine house of said Pattison to arrest him 
as one of the authors of the murder aud 
assaesination at the house of Thos. Dick- 
ens, Esq., on the 19th day of February, 
that any indigoities were offered to Mra. 
Pattson; or that her husband was 
called a ‘‘ Yankee,’’’ or that any im- 
proper demonstrations were made. It 
is, in like manner, untrue, that the 
Sheriff or posse intended to offer the 
slightest violence to said Pattison. 

It was reported and believed that said 
Pattison was armed and kept with bim 
constantly two or more armed men, of 
known desperation, and also that he 
might resist an arrest. 
Therefore to guard effectually against 
euch a contingency, and to convince 
suid Pattison that resistance would 
be of no avaii,the deputy Sheriff sum- 
moned a’ posse of armed men and Caused 
them to accompany him, but under 
strict instructious that the sole purpose 
was to arrest Mr. Pattison and bring 
him to trial, and that in no event should 
violence be cffered unless a deadly armed 
resistance was made byhim. This posse 
numbered several of Patterson’s friends 
and his close neighbors, Tie charge of 
indignities to Mrs. Pattison is untrue, 
and so is the charge or intimation of any 
meditated violence to said Pattison. 
The non-resident desperadoes who 
came to Memphis a few days before the 
murder and assassination of said Dick- 
eps are known—it is believed to be 
known at whose instance they came— 
in whose employment and pay they 
were, for and on whose behalf they did 
the bloody work, aud it is known who 
entertained them, associated with them, 
and paid their bilis in Memphis—knowu 
when they left their hotel ‘in Memphis, 
the point at which they got off tie 
Memphis and Ouxsio Railroad, the time 
of day, and the point at which they 
crossed Wolf river, and eo on up to 
the scene of the tragedy ; and who aided 
them in making good their escape. The 
plot, it is believed, ie Known, and it wiii 
be unfolded in cue time. Bat in the 
meantime the effort to cover up Capt. 
Pattison’s fi:ght from the oilicer 
to arrest him, aud the effurt to give the 
affair a political color, and to manufac- 
ture eympathy for him by such articles 
as that of the Post, will do him no good. 
Wait patiéntiy for the developments, 
and let the guilty answer: before the law 
for their crimes, without the whitewash- 
ing process attempted by the Fost. Is 
spectfally yours. FAIR PLAY.

OU FRAGE. 


A Negro Attempts te Abduct a 
White Woman. 


The Atiempt Unsuccessful. 


From the West Tennessee Whig of Sat- 
urday we extract ihe following: 


On the 26 h of February a negro boy, 
abeut twenty years old, in the employ 
of Mr. Wm. J, Fleming, who lives about 
three miles north of Jackson, made a 
bold and well-nigh successful attempt to 
abduct the wife of Mr. Fieming as she 
was passing, about dusk, from one of the 
out-houses on her husband’s premises to 
the main building in which the family 
resided, Our readers will remember that 
® similar attempt was made some weeks 
since, by an unknown negro, tocarry off 
Aa yourg white girl, who resides, we be- 
lieve, not far from the scene of the late 
transaction, 

Mr. F, has searched night and day to 
find the black fiend, but no track or 
trace of his “hereabouts could any- 
where be found, The enraged man had 


hearicg from the negro any more, when 
the negro himself, it is believed, on Fri- 
day night of last week, revisited Mr. 
Flieming’s house in the character of a 
burglar, and stole four pair3a of pants and 
somes other clothing. 

Next morning, the ground beisg wet, 
the thief was tracked for some distance 
in the direction of this city. Tne broad 
shoe indicating the thiefto be a negro. 
Mr. Fieminvg burried rapidly forward on 
losing the trail, and went to the depot of 
the Mobile and Ohio Railroad. Oo mak- 
ing jnquiry at the ticket office he learn- 
ed thata negro man had applied fora 
ticket to go to Humbolt on the train that 
left early Sacurday morning. Ha learno- 
ed further, from the watchman, that the 
negro who applied for the;Humboldt 
ticket, reached the vicinity of the depot 


two or three hours before § day, 
bearing uoder his arm a_ large 
sized bundle. The deseripticn 
given ofthis negro answers exactiv to 


that of the negro boy, who attacked Mes. 
Fieming on the 26:;h of last month. He 
is described by Mr. Fieming asa stout, 
heavy set boy—pretty biack skin—froat 
teeth very broad, with wide. space be- 
tween—five feet eight or nine inches 
high—weighs about 170 pounds, and is 
about twenty years of age. 

He told Mr. Fiemiag that he Ilved 
last year with S. 8. Watkine, E-q., and 
called himseif Bsn Watkins, He has, 
no doubt, assumed another name.
